‘| {Witness States the Conductor Contin- 
ually Jostled ‘“‘Dute,’”’ and Fin- 
ally Attacked Him on the 
Car Platform. 


The suit for $15,000 damages against the 
' Bt. Louis Transit Co. brought by Mrs. 
Winifred Cabanne, wife of ‘‘Dute’’ Cab- 
. @nne, for assault on a street car last De- 
cember, went to trial Friday morning be- 
for a special jury and Judge Hough in 
division No. 1 of the circuit court. 

Mr. and Mrs. Cabanne was unattended 
by friends during the morning session, the 
whole of which was occupied by presenta- 
tion of the cause and the testimony ol 
the plaintiff. 

Mrs. Cabanne was attired in a shirtwaist 
of white flannel, with dark skirt. A brignt 
spring hat, trimmed with small flowers 
and green !eaves, completed her simple at- 
tire. 

Notwithstanding and her husband 
| brought no ‘friends the courtroom, the 
small apartment was crowded with an in- 
terested audience during the entire session. 
Inside the the was filled with 
witnesses and attorneys. The limited 
area outside the rail could not accommo- 
date/ half who desired to hear and see. — 
A dozen women, not connected as wit- 
nesses with the case, remained in the room 
during Mrs. Cabanne’s testimony. A sty- 
lishly attired party of members of both sex- 
es tried to gain admittance as the plaintiff 
took the stand, but the crowd before the 
door made an entrance without much jost- 

line and elbowing impossible. — : 

After standing on the outskirts. for a few 
minutes the party re-entered the carriage 
that was left at the Chestnut #treet en- 
trance, 

Mrs. 
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Cabanne was subjected te an wun- 
usually severe ordeal on the stand. She 
took it at 10:30 and was not released until 
the morning session was closed. Under the 
guidance of her counsel, Attorney Dan G. 
Tavloxy, she related a straight, well con- 
nected, emphatic story of the juarrel and 
subsequent fight her trisband had with the 
car conductor and motorman. Later this 
emphasis was used by Mr. Hocker, for the 
Transit company, to score a point for. the 
defense. 

The lady’s manner on the stand was 
guite cool, and her answers were always 
given carefully.

In no point of discrepancy in the testi-

During his wife's testimony Mr. Cabanne 
never stirred from the gettled position he 
took deep in the chair to the rear of his 
counsel. He spoke to no one, and most of 
the time his eves were on the floor. 

When he was accused by the transit ccm- 
pany's attorney of being inherently pugna- 
cious, he #miled hroadly and snook his 
head at his counsel. 

Mrs. Cabanne resented this on the part} 
of Mr. Hecker, and replied to that direct 
question that her husband ‘“‘!s always a 
gentieman.”’ 

Mr. Taylor, for the prosecution, told the 
jury by way of presentation of the case 
that he would prove that Mr. Cabanne was 
jostled repeatedly by Conductor Cramer on 
the oecasien in~ question because Mr. Ca- 
banne refused to leave the side of his wife. 
who was sitting, and ‘“‘move forward.” He 
would show, he said, that :-when Boyle ave- 
nue and Olive street was reached they made 
no move to get off the car, but proceeded to 
Maryland and Euclid avenues, where the 
husband was assaulted by Conductor Cra- 
mer, was hit on the head with a controller 
by Motorman Prather and that Mrs. Ca- 
banne was struck in the eye by the fist of 
the motorman. 

Mr. Hocker, in his opening statement for 
the company, dwelt on Mr. Cabgnne's al- 
leged pugnacity and stated the fact that his 
wife applauded him for it and assisted him 
in displaying it. The attorrn@y said it was 
to this trait the fight in the car last De- 
cember was due. 

Mrs. Cabanne was then put on the stand. 
She described the route of Olive street car 
No. 2177, told of the jostling of her hus- 
band by the conductor and what occurred 
at Maryviand and Euclid avenues. 


Says Conductor 
Would Not Let Her By. 


“When we got to Euclid and Maryland 
avenues,’ she testified, “Mr: Cabanne got 
off first and turned to assist me. The 
conductor stepped in front of me and would 
not let me pass. 

‘Let that lady get off the car,’ my hus- 
band said. 

‘The conductor replied he wouldn't do it 
and didn’t have to. At that Mr. Cabanne 
ot on the platform and there was a fight. 

was standing in the door when the con- 
ductor cried for help. I1 saw the motor- 
man run into the car with the controller 
in his hand. 

“T shouted, ‘Don't you hit him,’ meaning 
Mr. Cabanne. The man struck me in the 
face with iis lef fist and leaned over me 
and struck Mr. Cabanhe on the head with 
the controller.”’ 

When Mr. Taylor asked how the motor- 
man struek her, Mrs. Cabanne laid aside 
her handkerchief and pocketbook and asked 
one of the jurors to step in front of her. 
The man addressed, evidently acquainted 
with the lady's fondness for athletics, de- 
murred. Mr. Taylor came to the rescue 
by saying a verbal explanation would be 
eufficient.

BELIEVES GOV. STONE IS SOUND 
ON CARNEGIE GIFTS. 


Beef Trust, Bryan Says, Is Like All 
Other Monopolies, but Reaches 
Republicans Through the 
Stomach, So Is

William J. Bryan arrived in St. Louis 
from Mexico, Mo., at 7 o’clock Friday morn- 
ing, and departed for Paducah, Ky., an 


hour later. 

He was unaccompanied. 

He breakfasted alone, and his presence 
in the city, apparently, was unknown to 
his friends. 

After breakfast he was busy answering 
telegrams which he received soon after his 
arrival. 

Mr. Bryan said he never felt better and 
his appearance shows that he has com- 
pletely overcome the physical drawbacks 
incident to the last national campaign. 

To the Post-Dispatch he stated that the 
outlook for the Democracy was bright and 
the chances of success two years hence are 
improving every day. 

“Do you still believe that the free coin- 


age of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 will- be 
an issue in 1904?’ Mr. Bryan was asked. 


STILL FOR 16 TO ONE RATIO. 
““‘My position on that question is the same 
today as it has always been, and I see no 


reason why the Democratic party should 
abandon this issue?’’ 

“What do you think of the so-called re- 
organization of the Democratic party on a 
sound money basis?’ 

“Sound money is not the basis on which 
it is proposed to reorganize,’’ said Mr. 
Bryan. ‘It is only the pretended basis. The 
men who are trying to reorganize the Dem- 
ocratic party want not only silver but other 
vital planks of the platform eliminated. 

‘This was indicated by an interview which 
Mr. Hill of New York gave out after the 
last election. 

He not only found fault with the silver 
plank, but with four or five others. 

“The reorganizers would place the Dem- 
ocratic party under the contro) of the great 
corporations and trusts of this country.” 

Mr. Bryan was asked his views on the 
meat trust. 

“It is not different than the other mo- 
nopolies,"’ he answered. “But this partic- 
ular trust is affecting the stomachs of 
some persons whose brains are not their 
guide on the evil effects of the trusts, and 
even Republican papers are talking now. 
° : & matter of fact, is as bad 
as h mites and oppressive 
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“i @0 not think so; but I will say this: 
The laws now on our statue books are suf- 
ficient to give us a good start. We need 
further legislation against the trusts, but 
much, in my judgment, if the authorities 
take proper action, it can be accomplished 
right now.” 


STANDS WITH STONE. 
“Mr. Bryan, what is your opinion of An- 
drew Carnegie’s state library gifts?’’ 
“I do not care to discuss that question 
save over my own signature. 
“What do you think of Gov. Stone’s po- 
sition in advocating the refusing of an of- 


fer from Mr. Carnegie to the Missouri 
University?” 

“Well, 1 have read what the governor had 
to say on the subject, and I think the posi- 
tion he takes is sound.” 

Concerning the Philippine question, Mr. 
Bryan remarked that the attiude of the 
Roosevelt administration was not different 
from that of McKinley's; that it was sim- 
ply the identical policy which England 
maintains with her colonial dependencies.

FOOD QUALITIES LITTLE KNOWN 
IN 8ST. LOUIS. 


There Is a Banana Trust, Too, but It 
Is Not Raising the Price of 
Fruit, and Doesn’t In- 
tend To, 


The advance in fresh meat prices hae 
brought about the recognition of a new 
food to St. Louisans—the banana. One 
banana contains the nutriment of twe 
pounds of beefsteak. | 

In an Italian quarter of the city the sales 
have been doubled within the last month, 
and are steadily mounting upward. These 
natives of a warm clime are the first here 
to recognize the food properties of this 
fruit that for centuries has been the whge 
potato of the tropics. 

During the last 10 years the sales of 
bananas in the United States have in- 
creased 5,000,000 bunches, and itn the last 13 
years nearly 10,000,000 bunches. 

It is stated on authority that the pro rata 
increase for St. Louis in 1902 will be double 
if not treble that of former years.

There Is Also 
a Banana Trust. 

As in meat so in bananas there is @ 
trust. The United Fruit Co. controls the im- 
port of fruit from Central America and the 
West Indies. It fixes the price and regulates 
the supply accordingly, having its own vast 
banana plantations in the tropics. 

The trust is represented in St. Louis by 
the Fruit Dispatch Co. of New York and 
Boston. Mr. C. H. Pasteur is the resident 
manager. He says there is no disposition on 
the part of the trust to advance fruit 
prices. 

“They are lower now than at any other 
time within 10 years,"’ Mr. Pasteur stated to 
the Post-Dispatch Thursday morning. 
“Spring and fall are the busiest seasons of 
the year and contrary to general precedent 
among corporation combinations, the prices 
are lowest at these times. 


“Our trade in St. Louis this spring is un- 
recedented. I do not Know wheter this 
ncreased volume ts attributable to the in- 
creased population of the sd or the 
Trust's action. I hardly think we 
f it so soon if meat prices

In his confession, Witherup says he and 
Grow quarreled over a question of rent 
and that, in a fit of rage, he killed Grow 
with a hatchet, striking him repeatedly 
about the head. 

This was Thursday night of last week. 
On that same night he hitched up a two- 
horse road wagon and hauled the body of 
his victim three miles to the river, throw- 
ing it into the water, with the hatchet. He 
returned and began to remove the evi- 
dences of the crime, sweeping up the blood 
from the floor, washing it from the wall 
and chiseling it from the bottom of the 
wagon bed. 

Next day he went to Monroe City, bought 
a can of red paint and tried to cover over 
the blood stains with it. He painted the 
broom handle and the rocking chair which 
the body fel! into. 

He remained at the scene of the crime 
until Thursday, when he went to the home 
of the boy’s parents near Paris to tell 
them their son was ‘“‘missing.’’ 

He was arrested while at dinner in the 
Grow home. When examined at the fail 
his underclothing was found to be stained 
with blood. 

Investigations are on foot to show that 
Witherup is twice a-murderer.

These are to serve as a vegetable instead of po- 
tatoes or peas with &teak, broiled crops, roast lamb 
or broiled chicken. 

Peel a strip of skin from each banana, loosen the

t. Place the fruit in a baking pan. skin side down; 
for each banana melt two level tablespoonfuls of 
butter in -two of water and pour over the fruit; 
aprinkle with a little salt and sugar, a few drops 
of lemon juice, and if served with chicken a tiny 
pinch of grated nutneg. Bake until tender and 
well glazed. 

BANANAS IN SYRUP. 

Put a pint of currant or strawberry juice In a 
gavcepan (if the latter add a little lemon juice), 
add one cup of sugar and let boll up; 'then drop in 
a dozen emall, peeled, ripe bananas and simmer 
very gently for 20 minutes. Lift the bananas ont 
carefully and boil the syrup down until rather 
thick; then pour over the fruit and serve cold. 

FRIED BANANAS. 


Peel and cut each banana in two or three strips. 
according 'to size, sprinkle with a little salt, lemon 
juice and allspice, then dip into beaten egg, cover 
with fine crumbs, bread or wheat biscuit and fry 
e@ nice brown in deep hot fat. Serve as accompani- 


ment to meat. 
BANANA TOAST. 


Chop some very ripe bananas very fine, using a 
Bilver knife, season with a little salt, add sugar 
end lemon juice to suit tthe taste.

Great Interests in Land and Sea whus| 


Allied Would Result in a Large 
Saving in Transportation 
Expenses.

NEW YORK, April 25.—Intimations of a 
still wider reach for steamship lines by 
the $170,000,000 ship trust formed by J. Pier- 
pont Morgan were made today. 

The reports were started by the frequent 
visits of William R. Grace, who controls 
a large South American line, to the office 
of J. P. Morgan & Co. 

Mr. Grace's steamers are engaged in the 
nitrate trade between Chili and New York. 

The new combine will also probably en- 
ter into close relations with the Pacific 
fteamship lines controlled by J. J. Hill, 
thus bringing about a world-wide com- 
munity of steamship interests. 

Mr. Hill is now building at New London 
two of the largest steamships in the world. 

Such a combine, embracing the trunk 
railroads of the country as connecting 
links between the termini of the steam- 
ship lines, would result in enormous eco- 
nomics. with increase of business to the 
railroads. 

The Morgan aind Hill interests are just 
as close in the steamship business as in 


the railroad business. In fact, they are 
practically identical. 

It is also suggested that in time the 
coastwise lines running to Mexico, Cen- 


tral and South America. all of which are 
capable of increased business, will be taken 
into the combine.

Once Attell went clear out of the ring and 
had to climb in. Yanger was taking the 
light\.taps of his adversary in order to 
get home a solid blow or two, but the re- 
sults of his body hammering were not ap- 
parent until late in the fight, when Attell 
wore out. 

From the seventh to the fourteenth Yan- 
ger won all the way. In what it was sup- 
osed would be the closing two rounds, Mc- 
enna told his protege to goin. Attell did 
to the best of his ability and had the credit 
of the fourteenth and fifteenth rounds; no 
sign of that famous punch was in evidence, 
and the only conclusion that can be drawn 
in the matter is that if Attell had the force 
he is unwilling to take chances on staying 
still long enough to deliver it. 

One or two exchanges was the extent of 
his venture with the Chicago boxer, and at 
those times he was glad to go into a clinch. 


Siler Extended the 

Fight to 20 Rounds. 

Referee Siler very properly ordered the 
fight to continue five rounds more for a de- 
cision. The result was the most desperate 
three rounds that have been witnessed at 
the West End Club. Yanger, infuriated at 
the unexpected resistance made by Attell, 
charged around the ring at full tilt, de- 
termined to conquer. So close was his pur- 
suit at one time that Abe fairly turned 
his back, and with hands down ran across 
the ring until he could straighten out the 
kinks in his faculties. The sixteenth was 
Yanger. He would not be denied and the 
strain of the footwork was telling heavily 
on Attell. Yanger was still stronger, and 
row and then cornered his man _ and 
punched him roundly. At the end of the 
seventeenth Attell was breathless and man- 
ifestly tired, but he had opened both of 
Yanger’s eyes and his mou h by his con- 
stant jabing.

MUMMY 5000 YEARS OLD. 


} 

Pair of Well Preserved Sandals Shows 
Egyptians Knew the Art of | 
Stamping Leather. | 


Special to the Post-Diepatch 

BERKLEY, Cal., April 2%—A mummy,, 
wrapped in cloth and goat skins, was found | 
last month in Egypt by Dr. George A. 
Reisner, who is in charge of Mrs. 
A. Hearst’s expedition for the University 
cf California. 

The mummy is that of an Egyptian, prob- | 
ably a man of importance, who lived in the 
time of the sixth dynasty of kings, which 
| Hourished about 3000 B. C. The clothing 
| and preparation of the mummy make it an 
‘unusual find, as the time was long before 
| the period when the Egyptians attained 
their skill in the preservation of bodies 
“Gvidences of other burials were found, but 
all interments were in baskets or in jars. 
They date from the sixth to the eighth | 
dynasty of kings. 

Many other rare and valu able 
have been discovered in the last month 
by the expedition. A letter just received at 
the university from Dr. Reisner enumerates 
a long list of objects discovered in the 
excavations in the old cemeteries near Gir- 
a, where the expedition has done most of 
hts work. Most of them are from the sixth 
dynasty. Among them are two necklaces 
‘of gold, ivory, carnelian and glass amu- 
| lets and beads of great beauty. There was 
‘an ivory cup with handles, ivory combs and 
seals of ivory. An interesting discovery 
was two pairs of leather sandals, one pair 
of which showed that the a a 
that early period yeamane’ e art of 
stamping leather. he ornamentation was 
pressed into the material. On the other 
pair the designs were stitched tn. 

Among other things were a beautiful red 
polished pot ornamented with hi ppopotam!

CHOCOLATE FRUIT AND NUTS.—Many 
pleasing combinations can be made by se- 
lecting the various kinds of California or 


French glace fruits and cutting them into 
different shapes—diamond, dice, squares, 
strips, etc.; then dipping them as they are 
in melted sweet chocolate. Nut meats, 
such as walnuts, filberts, pecans, can 
dipped in melted chocolate and dropped on 
wax paper or tin and cooled in the usual 
manner. 


BONBONS IN VARIETY.—Almond paste 
can be mixed with the cream fondant, form- 
ing oné nice confection; then another com- 


bination can be produced by making little 
balls of the chocolate fondant, and then 
wrap some white manila fondant around 
the chocolate ball, thus hiding the choco- 
late from view. en dip either of these 
kinds in chocolate and crest them with 
blanched almonds, raisins or strips of 
shredded glace pineapple. 


ROUGH-LOOKING ALMOND BONBONS. 
—Form little balls from the almond cream 
fondant, and when they become sufficient- 


ly firm to handle roll them in melted choco- 
late and while still wet with chocolate drop 
them into a mess of finely s da al- 
mond meats and roll them about until each 
bonbon is well covered with the almond 
threads; then set them on sheets of tin and 
cool in the usual manner, the rougher ap- 
earing the better, Minced walnut bon- 
coe can be made after the manner of 
rough-looking almond bonbons, only drop- 
ing the freshly dipped chocolate bonbon 
nto finely chopped walnut meats, 


CHOCOLATE ROASTED ALMONDS.— 
Shell some Duchess or Jordan almonds and 
place them in hot water until the husks 


will slip off easily by a one between 
the thumb and finger, drain the water from 
them, blanch each one nicely, and after 
the meats have dried a little place them In 
an oven on an earthen pie platter. Stir 
them about quite often to let each one 
roast evenly to a light brown tint. This 
can be tested by breaking a meat in two. 
When you have them just to a nmicety re- 
move from oven, and while they are piping 
hot mix a spoonful of nice dair utter 
among them and spread the roasted meats 
cut on a paper to become quite cold and 
dry. Then melt down some first quality 
sweet chocolate, not too warm, and throw 
three or four roasted meats into the choco- 
late and roll them around with a three- 
tined steel fork until each one is thorough- 
ly coated. Then lift them out one at a 
time with the fork and drop them on wax 
paper. Draw the fork across the top of 
each one to make that streak so common- 
ly found on chocolates.

cision’’ appears on her title page; ‘‘for the 
day of the Lord is near in the valley of 
decision’’ is the rest of the sentence, and 
it is quoted from the prophet Joel. 


Russian literature, which for the last half 
a century has abounded in surprises, has 
again made manifest its wonderful power 
of innovation. Nothing as individual, as 
freshly spontaneous in thought and charac- 
ter as the work of Maxime Gorky has been 

roduced since the first novels of Tolstoi, 

orky’s work owes nothing to its predeces- 
sors; it stands apart and alone. Of his 
many short stories, ‘‘Malva"’ is regarded by 
the literary world of Europe to be his 
strongest work. “Twenty-Six and One” 
has been hailed as one of the most exqui- 
site stories that has been written since the 
late Guy de Maupassant laid down his pen. 
In Russia it was published with the sub-ti- 
tle “A Prose Poem." It is under this title 
of “Twenty-Six and One,” that three of 
Gorky’s stories, transiated from the Rus- 
sian by Herman Bernstein and others, have 
been issued by F. Taylor & Co. The 
three stories which have been chosen are 
“Twenty-Six and One,” ‘“‘Tchelkache’’ and 
“Malva"’-—-“Tchelkache,” the tale which 
first gave Gorky a place in the foremost 
rank of the story writers of today; ‘‘Mal- 
va.’ the best-known of all his tales.’ and

To 
merely name his works suggests @ sort of 
romantic Hans Christian Andersen, for this 
naive Shakspeare holds that the humblest 
is an ~pitome of the divinest, when properly 
comprehended, or rather truthfully -inter- 
preted. When he first ventured to publish 
in Paris. he described his essays into the 
symphonies of nature as ‘petits drames 
pour marionettes” (Little Plays for Toy 
Folk). The same might be said of Hans 
Christian Andersen's ‘‘Maerchen”’ or ‘La- 
fontaine’s Fables,” if one were driver to 
a categoric description of things which can 
not be described en bloc. Maeterlinck ts 
accepted with conviction as a man who 
comes with new measures or appliances of 
insight and an entirely novel method of 
workmanship in the creation of subtler 
forms, in the exposition of old or but vague- 
ly comprehended ideals. He has forced a 
new spirit into dramatic art in France bey 
the common acknowledgment of those who 
have most to do with the contemporary 
drama... He is teaching the French that ex- 
ternal aids and mechanical contrivances 
have, or ought to have, no part in the por- 
trayal of the human and that portrayal. he 
holds is alone the object of poetic art.

A Great Novel 
With “The Valley of Decision” Edith 
Wharton enters the ranks of great novel- 
ists. In breadth and depth of vision, 
searching glance and power of understand- 


ing, this book recalls the great days of 
English fiction—Hawthorne and Thackeray. 

The subject is not easy. The petty com- 
plexities of a petty Italian principality are 
not attractive to the comparatively simple, 
forthright mind and heart of a modern 
man or woman. But Mrs. Wharton fol- 
lows the labyrinth with sure and confident 
ste z. 

The hero is, like all real heroes, neither 
ancient, medieval, nor modern. He is a 
man, a human figure, natural and engag- 
ing, but pathetic because of the feebleness 
which is so proper to man. 

Odo was duke of the little state. In his 
childhood the spirit of the new age touched 
him. In his youth a woman helped along 
the development. When he came to his 
throne the French revolution was about 
to convulse the world, and he must needs 
apply the glittering abstructions in his own 
dominions. He found out that ideas were 
born in the fulness of time, concrete, per- 
suasive, irresistible, sane. He learned, too, 
that to hasten the delivery of an idea was 
to disfigure and perhaps destroy it. He 
tried to rule his state by the authority of 
abstractions. He discovered when too late 
that his people preferred the facts they had 
loved for centuries--the facts of life which 
had entered into their blood. 

The woman went the same way. To her 
a theory was the most sacred of all pos- 
sessions, which it was her duty to com- 
municate to the world and fasten upon the 
back of humanity. She acknowledged her 
hideous blunder, and just as she awoke to 
the fact that men and women are in this 
world not to formulate abstractions but to

NURSE SAYS DR. GROSBY 
ASKED FOR THEM. 


He Wes Conducted to Four Courts, 
Where Chief Desmond Com- 
menced Inquiry Into 
Circumstances. 


Dr. Herman Grosby of 4057 Finney avenue 
and Juliette Manire, recently a boarder 
at the home of the late Dr. J. H. Mcintyre, 
$561 ‘Lindell boulevard, were conducted by 
special officers at noon Friday to the Four 
Courts, where an inquiry was commenced 
into the recent disappearance of a collec- 
tion of surgical instruments from the Mc- 
Intyre home. 

Miss Manire was taken to the Four Courts 
from the Ewing Avenue Police Station, 
where she was conducted at an early hour 
Friday morning. Dr. Grosby was seen at 
aie office shortly before noon by Special 


Yfficers McCormack and McClusky, and 
them to the 


Was requested to accompany 
a of Chief Desmond. 

e instruments were the former property 
of Dr. McIntyre, who died April 10. Dr. 
Grosby attended him in his last illness. 

Miss Alice McIntyre, daughter of the 
dead physician, and Miss Susan Nolan, who 
Was associated with him as a trained .urse, 
Were the complainants against the young 
Woman and the physician. 


Miss Manire refused to make any State- | 


ment. Dr. Grosby said that he had taken 
the instruments, to the value of $15 or #2, 
in partial payment of his bill against the 
amily. This, he wave was agreed upon 
etween himself an Miss Nolan. After 
er the instruments, he said, he was told 
ss Manire that Miss Nolan and Miss 
icIntyre objected to their removal. He 
says that he then sent the instruments back 
by Miss Manire, who had given them to 
m in the first place. 
The status of Miss Manire in the Mcin- 
tyre household is a matter of disagreement 
between Dr. Grosby and the complainants. 
They say that she was a boarding patient 
of the late Dr. McIntyre, while Dr. Grosby 
says that she was his own patient, and 
Was only a boarder at the Mcintyre home. 

“She is a perfect lady,’ said Dr. Grosby, 
“and is the victim of persecution.’’ 

Dr. Charles Grosby, a dentist, accompa- 
nied his brother to the Four Courts, and 
manifested sreat interest in the case. He 
repeated the statement that Miss Manire 
Was a victim of persecution, and added that 
jealousy was a motive for the action taken 

against the voung woman. 

3 dwin V. McIntyre, son of the late phy- 
gician, and organist of the Second Baptist 
Church, was informed of the arrest Friday 
morning, after the two ladies had started 
for the warrant office. 

Mrs. Nolan says that a few days after Dr. 
McIntyre’s death, which occurred on April 
10, Dr. Grosby asked her for a number 
vf surgical instruments, saying that they 
would bring nothing if sold. 

“IT told him,” said Mrs. Nolan. ‘‘that Il 
knew the instruments to be valuable. They 
were parts of the doctor’s laparotomy roll, 
which was worth nearly $200. I told Dr. 
Grosby to wait until the instruments were 
appraised before disturbing any of them. 

“He did not seem satisfied, and on his 
later visits to the house he again asked for 
some of the instruments. I refused to al- 
low any of them to be taken from the 
house. 

“Dr. Grosby was acquainted with Miss 
Manire, who had lived near his home 
before she came to Dr. McIntyre as a 
boarding patient. Monday afternoon Miss 
McIntyre and I left the house, and she 
was there alone. When we returned, I at 
once found that a large number of the 
instruments, including lances, forceps, bat- 
tery fixtures, scalpels and other valuable 
appliances, had been removed. I asked her 
who had been in the house, and she said 
Dr. Grosby had been there, but said he had 
taken nothing away. 

“I went to Dr. Grosby’s home the next 
day to get his signature to the doctor’s in- 
surance papers, Neither of us spoke of the 
instruments. 

“The next day I told Juliet Manire that 
if the instruments were not returned | 
would hold her personally responsible for 
them. 1 gave her to understand that I 
knew where they had been taken. 

“She asked me to make out a list of the 

issing articles. I said I would do noth- 

ng of the kind, but expected everything 
to be brought back. — 

“Wednesday night she left the house, 
and Thursday mornfng the missing in- 
struments were back in their place, or at 
least a part of ther were. I am sure that 
many valuable articles are still missing, 
and it was to recover these that I caused 
this arrest. Miss McIntyre and I will ap- 
ply at once for two warrants, one against 
this woman and one against Dr. Grosby.”’ 

Miss Manire told Dr. McIntyre that she 
lived in Little Rock, Ark., and had been 
boarding at 4049 Finney avenue, St. Louis.

DEALER GUYTON FIGURES UP 
THE MISSOURI MARKET. 


$25,000,000 IN A SINGLE YEAR. 


The British-Boer War One Great Fac- 
tor, but There Is Demand From 
Many Other Sources. 


Special t6 the Poet-Dispatch. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 2%.—"‘I am very 
giad,”’ J. D. Guyton said today, “that Capt. 
Crowder has decided that there is no vio- 
lation of the neutrality laws in the Chal- 
mette mule yards. It should set at rest any 
objection to the sale of mules to the Brit- 
ish government, and that means a great 
deal to Missouri, which at Lathrop can 
boast of the greatest mule and horse mart 
in the whole world. 

J. D. Guyton is president of the Guyton- 
Harrington Mule Co. and of the Kansas 
City Stock Yards Horse & Mule Co. To say 
that he controls the largest mule business 
in the world is to state no more than is 
easily proved by a comparison of business 
done. He lives in St. Louis, where his com- 
pany owns large barns and does a whole- 
sale mule business. Last year Kansas City 
and Lathrop together handled 250,000 head 
of horses and mules, worth $25,000, 


How Cincinnati 
Lost Her Market. 
“Thirty-five years ago,”’ said Mr. Guyton, 


“the great market of the country was Cin- 
cinnati. Mules and horses were bought 
there for the southern trade and for the 
mines East. Then the Kentucky mule had 
the reputation South. After a few years 
buyers began to cross the Mississippi and 
people began to talk about the Missouri 
mule. Then St. Louis and Indianapolis be- 


came the market and for years S8t. Louls 
was ahead. : 

“In those days Mr. Harrington and my- 
self owned a barn at Columbus, Miss., and 
bought mules in Missourl. We only wanted 
them in the cotton season, but we would 
buy mules all summer and as we came to 
be able to afford it, saw that a place to feed 
in the North would be valuable to us. The 
South is not adapted to raising horses or 
mules and it costs twice as much to raise 
a mule in Mississippi as it does to buy one 
and ship him down there. What we needed 
was a place of concentration where we 
could feed until the time came to sell the 
mules in the South. We kept figuring on 
where we got the mules. We saw that the 
country that produced them was working 
westward and that is how it happened we 
bought a farm at Lathrop twenty-six years 
ago. We have used it as a place of concen- 
tration ever since. In a few years the de- 
mand for Missouri mules and Kansas mules 
in our country had made our business 
spread out fast, and we went into the 
wholesale business. The reasonable conclu- 
sion was that here was our place to do 
business. Besides we were feeding at Lath- 
rop 75 per cent of the horses and mules 
bought by the United States government 
for the army. So we came here and took 
hold just as big as we could. The other 
dealers agreed to move and we all settled 
here in the West bottoms two years ago 
last winter. 

‘We have invested here in the business 
considerably over $2,000,000. 

Advent of 
the Britons. 

“The British came here simply because 
this is the world’s horse and mule mar- 
ket. Col. de Burgh and Maj. Moore, the 
army officers who are buying now, are 

retty skillful dealers. They are good men 

o deal with, but they figure close and keep 
you down tc the specifications. They came 

ere to buy and feed for just the same rea- 
son as we came here. They have been buy- 
ing all around the world where horses and 
mules could be got. They located here be- 
cause for the money spent they coum get 
a better mule and a better horse and get 
him where vase ¢ wanted him for less money 
than they could anywhere else. 

‘lI remember very well when Maj. Moore 
let the feeding contract. was scared. 
There were bidders from the different mar- 
kets corn and Maj. Moore had in- 
vestigated the possibiiit es of about every 
state in the Union. I told him all the 
advantages we have here and he under- 
stood them, but everybody else had been 
showing what other towns could do. We 
got the contract because we had the best 
place for concentration and feeding. It 
has benefited this whole country hecause it 
inade better prices for stock and for feea. 
The branch at Lathrop had to be increased 
in size to accommodate them. We carry at 
Lathrop $125,000 worth of feed right along. 
The feeding of British army horses and 
mules has amounted to a good deal more 
than $500,000 within a year. The purchases 
these men have made run into the mil- 
lions, but to tell the exact amount would 
be to tell their business and I could not 
do it without their consent. The system 
of concentrating their stock here an et- 
ting them ready to ship has saved their 
government an enormous amount of money 
and also made money for us, and for every 
man who has a horse or muie or hay or 
corn for sale in this part of the country.’ 


India Takes 


Missouri Mules. 

“What have the representatives of the 
Indian government done?” was asked. 

“Maj. Gaugh wants Missouri and Kansas 
mules, too. He has recently made a big 
contract with us for mules and has begun 
inspecting them this week. The Indian 
government, while under British control, 
is a separate government itself and makes 
Separate contracts. The British were 
pleased with the results here and when 
mules were wantd for India they sent 
here after them. I believe the_ foreign 
business will continue to grow. The sur- 
plus of grown horses and mules is pretty 
well exhausted, but young animals are 
growing and the farmers see profit In rals- 
ing them and are preparing to raise more 
each year. In my opinion that is a wise 
course.’”’ 

‘Your idea is, then, that if the Boer war 
should end it would not seriously hurt this 
market?’’ ; 

“It would take away a good business, but 
Kansas City would still be the great mar- 
ket. These were a quarter million horses 
and mules shipped out of here In the last 
12 months. This estimate includes Lathrop. 
British government was the biggest 
singie buyer of course, but foreign buyers 
'are in this market every day. We ship 
itrain loads of mules to the East to be used 
‘in the mines.
